Strength and Ineffectiveness 
Post-Mortem on Lister County Election Day, 1967 


JO H N J. SCH ICK had to fight against the fact that 
Congressman Resnick did not want to see him win. 


David M. Barnovitz, presented with what was perhaps 
the most devastating issue ever to be gift wrapped for a 
Democratic district attorney candidate anywhere, refused 
to commit himself fully to a campaign effort. 
Arnold Banker and Ronald E. Newman would have had 


to have an almost incredible amount of money and an extra­ 


ordinary amount of time in order to beat the Republican 
incumbents in races defined by their almost total lack of 
issues. 
But the one intriging factor is the ineffectiveness of the 
Democratic organization. 
H ad the Republicans test badly it would probably have 
cost John B. Sterely his job as G O P County leader; the 
reason being that if Republicans lose badly in Ulster, some­ 
thing must be wrong with the leadership. 
A Loss, But Holds Job 
O n the other hand, a bad Democrat loss will not cost 
Democratic leader Dr. Gerald P. Gorman his job because 
many people will excuse him for his naivity, the fact that 
he was new to the job, the idea that it was a Republican 
year in a Republican county. 


G O R M A N PROBABLY realizes, however, that he has 
to accept some of the responsibility for the devastating 


defeat. 
As previously mentioned in this column, the four top 


county candidates had been set adrift from the mother or­ 
ganization, without funds and, with one exception, lacking 


in direction. 
T hat one exception was Schick. 
Schick had his own organization along with a personal 
following of dedicated supporters who were willing to ex­ 


haust themselves for their candidate. 
Schick, also as previously mentioned, went to all of 
the Republican political functions in the hope of picking 


up votes. 
This was in stark contrast to Barnovitz who, as a young 
newcomer, could have picked up many more votes had he 
followed the Schick strategy of all-out exposure. 
County Group Faulted 
But it is the county organization which is charged with 
the task of establishing the tempo, the direction, and the 
logic of the campaign, and here was where they failed, and 
failed miserably. 


O N E CO U LD he easily impressed with the amount of 
energy and talent that went into the Republican effort to 
elect C. John Bechtold mayor of Kingston. At least one press 
release was issued about every other day. The W all Street 
campaign headquarters showed signs of activity every day 
of the week for three or more weeks. Besides the G O P 
city chairman working every night for his candidate, cam­ 
paign manager George Svirsky was often there, late at 
night, discussing strategy or making up an ad. W riter 
Mike Black was also there, working with releases, giving 
advice, studying the newspaper clippings on the G arraghan 
record. 
Left To His Own 
Nothing vaguely resembling this was evident with the 
four top Democratic candidates. 
I he organization per­ 
formed no such service and each candidate was left to his 
own devices. 
As a result, a feeling of hopelessness was evident alt 
along the line— with the exception of Schick— and nowhere 
was this more evident than with Barnovitz who may have 
had the strongest issue of any candidate of all the 62 
counties in the state. 
T he Dem ocratic organization will have a long time to 
view the ruin*.

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Set hack for Kifle Boys 
The National Rifle Association isn’t accustomed 
to defeat at the hands of Washington lawmakers or 
other ofTkials, so its initial reaction to the cancellation 
by the Department of Army of next year’s rifle and 
pistol matches was awkward, akin to a champion 
« athlete suffering a stunning defeat and groping for 
words in trying to explain it. A top NRA official said 
that “ if the action was necessary,” his group would go 
along; U» t this is a “ terrible blow to our program,’* 
and the NRA “ regrets” the step; hut, as if scnrHung 
for some glimmer of light in the suddenly dark skies, 
he announced that Pentagon officaJs had “ assured us” 
the cancellation was for next year only. 
It is solid conjecture that some interesting things 
went on liehind the s^ncs before the Army broke the 
nows. The rifle association is a power to be reckoned 
with in Washington, and someone must have applied 
some white heat to fone the brass to go against it. 
Where this heat emanated from isn’t clear—t>ut most 
I*x>ple will cheer whoever did it. 
Just why the tax|>ayers should be tagged with an 
annual cost of several million dollars to help the NRA 
stage its matches out at Camp Perry in Ohio has never 
been explained. If the rifle boys want to put on a 
shooting match, let them pay for their enjoyment just 
like every other group that chooses to sponsor some 
activity in which its members show an interest. The 
argument that the NRA was in effect giving training 
to men who might someday come to the rescue in the 
event of a public emergency or that it was an un­ 
official adjunct to the military establishment, is so 
much tommy-rot. Internal security is the business of 
government, and it’s up to the government—not to any 
private group— to see the necessary men are equipped 
and trained. 
Too long has the Pentagon linked itself with the 
NRA. It has had agreements with it in the sale of 
rifles and ammunition, and once even refused to sell 
suiplus rifles to Detroit police unless the fK>Jice first 
joined the NRA and paid dues. 
The only rrgivttable aspect of the Army action 
was that it said the ban was only for 1968. It blames 
the Vietnam war and its Inidgetary and manpower 
demands. The eanoeltation should have txx>n made 
permanent. Five million dollars of public funds has 
been going annually to the association, and war or no 
war, it should bo halted. John Q. Citizen shouldn’t be 
Riddled with the bill to let 5,000 or so rifle lobbyists 
enjoy several weeks of target practice, with publicly 
paid Army personnel acting as their orderlies. 
But this tattle may not 
over. Despite national 
revulsion at the ease with which deadly firearms may 
be obtained, « and legislation to stiffen the procedure, 
you can l*iy guns as simply as you can buy a pair of 
shoes. That’s because of the NRA lobbyist power. 
Once the NRA recovers from the shock of this defeat, 
you can expect it to fight tmok. The “ Battle of Camp 
Perry” may only be beginning. 


John Nance (» arner 
An unbroken era of nearly four generations of 
Texas political power in the nation was dramatized 
by the death of John Nance Garner, the “ Cactus 
Jack" of American politics early in this century. 
Giirner was the first of three Texans who dom­ 
inated the Congress beginning with his own election 
as Speaker of the House in 1931. He was elected Vice 
President from 1933 to 1941. It dovetailed with Sam 
Rayburn’s election as Speaker in 1940 until his re­ 
tirement due to illness in 1961. The team of Rayburn 
and Lyndon B. Johnson, the Senate Majority Leader, 
was succeeded by Johnson as Vice President, and fi­ 
nal! v J ohnson’s sueccession «as President until this day. 
In that span of 36 years, one or two of these men 
of Texas wielded the legislative power in one or both 
houses of Congress. No such concentration in any one 
state delegation had been soen befoie. 
Garner lacked 15 days of becoming 99 at his death 
in Uvalde, Texas. Elected to the Texas House of Rep­ 
resentatives in 1898, he was to continue in politics 
until his retirement after serving two terms as Vice 
President in 1941, a span of 43 years. He broke with 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, his chief, over the 
third term issue. 
The last quarter century Gamer watched the pa­ 
rade go by from his rocking chair, happy to see Texas 
interests forwarded by his proteges, first Rayburn and 
then Johnson. It has been a most satisfying retire­ 
ment for an old political war horse. 


The favorite son tactic is spieading among Re­ 
publicans. The latest to announce is Senator Clifford 
P. Case, a liberal of New Jersey. He wants to hold 
his state delegation together and make it (ount for 
something. It also will enable him and other favorite 
sons of liberal leanings to bar a first ballot nomina­ 
tion they dislike, notably Riehaixi M. Nixon’s.

Captain Dreyfus Case Recalled

The month of November, 
1894, 
memorializes a 
vital 
truth: 
If newspaper* grow 
weak or .son. .»i supineh 
patronize a 
government

power, the public is imperiled. 
And in a Great Society Wash­ 
ington that baits the usual 
trap of 
“ You 
scratch 
my 
Kick, I scratch yours” the 
date shouts a reminder that 
our press must never pull 
back from the inde|>emlent, 
militant crusading thrust that 
makes a newspaper great. 
During 
t h at 
memorable 
November ('apt. Alfred Drey­ 
fus, an artillery officer as­ 
signed to the French general 
staff 
under 
Gen 
Auguste 
Mercier, the Minister of War, 
was tried for treason in be­ 
traying military secrets to 
Germany. 
'Hie court-martial — distin­ 
guish'd Col. du Paty de Clam 
presiding 
sentenced Dreyfus 
to the horrors of Devils Is­ 
la nd ft« - life, the maximum 
punishment permitted. 
It was not a deliberate plot 
to frame an innocent man, as 
sometimes reported. It was 
the outcome of a blunder af­ 
ter which 
the entire hier­ 
archy of France’s government 
fabricated 
and 
manipulated 
its own self-serving defense 
on a face-saving basis. 
On J anuary 13, 1898, Emile 
Zola published “ J ’ACCUSE!” 
France read an enraged 
and uncompromising man of 
courage, his defiant eyes as 
rich as jade in a face as pale 
as bread. 
There were 31 newspapers 
in Paris. High officials are 
indispensable 
news sources. 
Patronizing them can pay off. 
Angering them can close the 
door to "inside” information, 
as true in Washington today 
as in Palis then. 


Many Frenchmen somehow 
felt uneas} about 
the trial. 
The government insiders met 
this nervousness with what 
the French call suffiancc, an 
unshakable, 
self - satisfied 
mien. But they also blunted 
the fiee press by holding 
what arc now known in Wash­ 
ington as “ backgrounders” — 
private meetings with .selected 
newsmen to reveal unattrib- 
utable background factors, a 
doubtful device at best. 
These inadvertently exposed 
War Minister Morcier’s sup­ 
pression of evidence (a dos­ 
sier later known as the "Se­ 
cret File” ) that made Drey­ 
fus's conviction questionable. 
S i l e n c e nevertheless pre- 
v ailed. The issue had become 
the prestige of France’s min­ 
isters and the aiTny, and even 
the prospect 
of war with 
Germany, if the truth were 
known. 
Silence w as "patriotism,” 
silence was "in the national 
interest,” silence was 
“ the 
duty of a responsible press” 
— as so often rationalized by 
embarrassed 
officials 
t h e 
world over. 
Then 
came Zola in 
the 
newspaper L’Aurore. 
Balzac once said, 
“ Great 
writing lives on the passions 
it contains,” and, with these, 
Zola achieved newspaper im­ 
mortality, in an open letter 
to the President of France. 
In separate paragraphs, each 
beginning “ I accuse,” he spe­ 
cifically named two Ministers 
of War, Generals Mercier and 
B i 11 o t, as accomplices in 
1 Dreyfus's conviction, accused 
the 
chiefs 
of 
the 
general 
staff, Boisdeffre and Gonse, 
of conspiring in the same 
crime, and Col. du Paty de 
Clam of bring their vehicle. 
He 
tore 
into 
t h e 
"hack- 
groundcrs” of his day and ac­ 


cused the War Ministry of 
manipulating 
the 
news 
to 
mislead the people, “ an abom­ 
inable 
campaign 
performed 
on order.” 
The public was aghast. So 
were the chancelleries of all 
E u r o p e . 
The 
belligerent 
Kaiser rattled his sword in 
Berlin. But nothing proved 
truer than Zola’s classic end­ 
ing to his assertions: "Truth 
is on the march and nothing 
will stop it.” 
The internationally danger­ 
ous case, which Zola 
had 
caused to symbolize invisible 
government gone bad, includ­ 
ing 
its overtones 
of anti­ 
semitism, press softening and 
self - justification, 
w as 
re­ 
opened. A retrial was held 
at Rennes. The whole world 
cared. Dreyfus stood again at 
the bar, a desiccated man 
from Devil’s Island, a strange 
shred of jetsam barely able 
to stpeak or understand what 
was spoken to him. The ex­ 
panded official cover-ups col­ 
lapsed with the fall of the 
government itself. 
On J uly 13, 1906, the eve 
of Bastille Day, almost 12 
years after Dreyfus’s arrest, 
a bill to restore him to the 
army carried in the French 
Chamber 
by 
442 - 32, 
and 
Dreyfus was promoted to the 
rank 
he 
would 
otherwise 
have reached and was deco­ 
rated with the Legion d’Hon- 
neur. 
Zola had died four years 
earlier. He did not live to see 
the full power of the truth 
and, in fact, had been driven 
into exile in England bv the 
vindictive government. But at 
his funeral Anatole France 
spoke the just and noble epi­ 
taph of the man who “ for a 
moment . . . was the con­ 
science of mankind.”

The Johnson administration 
had made some moves on both 
these points in the past, but 
never before Goldberg's testi­ 
mony had the administration 
gone on record without any 
ifs, ands or buts.

He had 
argued: “ If you handle this 
frankly and forthrightly with 
the Congress, they won’t be 
jumping down your throat.”

Goldberg pointed out, had in­ 


troduced a resolution to place 
the entire Vietnam problem 
before the United Nations. 
"We must support it,” he

was 
right. The Senate Foreign Re­ 
lations Committee, which has

mend.

course, the Soviet Union as 
well.” 
Sen. 
Morse, 
IM>re., 
sum­ 
marized the testimony: “ It is 
important that 
we 
build a 
bridge between the Congress 
and 
this 
administration 
in 
trying to resolve some of these 
foreign differences. I think it 
is a great mistake when people 
don’t 
want 
to 
cross 
those 
bridges that do exist. 
You 
have crossed it this morning 
by appearing before this com­ 
mittee in a public hearing, 
which I think is in keeping 
with this 
whole 
system 
of 
representative government.” 
When the late John Nance 
Garner was Vice President, 
he once had the job of receiv­ 
ing the Sultan of Muscat and 
Oman, a small state in Arabia. 
While talking to the Sultan 
through an interpretor, Garner 
was told that Speaker Will 
Bankhead was waiting to re­ 
ceive the Sultan, and pro­ 
ceeded to introduce him to 
Carter Manasco, Bankhead's 
aide. 
“ This little S.O.B. has eyes

Here’s a new twist in Ameri­ 
can politics: One way to win 
public confidence is to keep 
your mouth completely shut, 
or 
almost completely. 
An­ 
other is to keep talking. But 
that 'an turn out. badly. 
Maybe the answer is in 
just hew ywi do or don’t 
keep quiet. These are con­ 
clusions 
drawn 
from 
the 
latest Gaiiup public opinion 
poll on handling the war in 
Vietnam. It was taken for 
the 
National 
Broadcasting 
Co. 
President 
J ohnson 
didn’t 
come out looking well among 
those questioned about his 
conduct of the war. But his 
five would-be, or possible, Re­ 
publican rivals for the presi­ 
dency in 1968 came out look­ 
ing a lot worse. 
Among the five Republi­ 
cans. New York's Gov. Nelson 
A. 
Rockefeller and former 
Vice-President 
Richard 
M. 
Nixon did best. Ten per cent 
of those questioned said they 
had a “ lot of confidence” in 
both men’s ability to handle 
the war. 
Only nine per cent said 
that about California’s Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan, 
four 
per 
cent 
ab.Yut 
Illinois’ 
Sen. 
Charles A. Percy, and just 
three per cent about Michi­ 
gan’s Gov. George A. Rom- 
ney. 
These figures are impres­ 
sive if only because none of 
these five Republicans — in 
whom 
those 
p o l l e d 
ex­ 
pressed confidence in their 
war-handling ability — have 
had 
anything 
to 
do with 
handling the war. 
They’ve been strictly lim­ 
ited to explaining how they’d 
do the handling if they only 
had the chance. . 
Nixon, 
as 
vice-president 
back in the 1950s, would have 
been involved in Vietnam in 
some way since the Eisen­ 
hower administration was in­ 
volved, but not in the war. 
There wasn’t any war then. 
Tensions were just building 
up. 
Rocky Is Silent 
But of the five, Rockefel­ 
ler is the only one who has 
said nothing, or almost noth­ 
ing, about the war. It’s the 
others who did the talking. 
Rockefeller limited himself 
to expressing confidence in 
J ohnson’s policy and suggest­ 
ing that judgments on the 
war should be made only by 
those who, like Johnson, have 
access to classified informa­ 
tion. 
Oddly enough, Nixon, the 
only 
other 
Republican 
to 
match the practically speech­ 
less Rockefeller in winning 
even 10 per cent of confi­ 
dence on war-handling among 
those questioned, has been a 
steady talker. 
He takes the hawk view. 
Unlike Rockefeller, who has 
been willing to go along w ith 
the way J ohnson is running 


things 
in 
Vietnam, 
Nixon 
wants a lot tougher war, a 
stepped-up war. 
He wants 
“ massive pressure” on North 
Vietnam. 
Reagan, also a hawk, takes 
the same view as Nixon. It’s 
hard 
to 
tell 
what 
Percy 
wants. He has been critical of 
the war but unclear on solu­ 
tions. Romney, lpwest man in 
this public opinion poll, is in 
a class by himself. 
Talking about the war for 
a couple of years now, he has 
been increasingly critical of 
J ohnson, but he has done so 
much scrambling around for 
something to say that the re­ 
sult is exasperation. 
The Gallup survey reported 
that 48 percent of those ques­ 
tioned said they had "little or 


no” confidence in J ohnson’s 
ability to handle the war. 
Only 20 per cent said they 
had a “ lot of confidence” in 
the way he’s doing it. An­ 
other 20 per cent expressed 
“ some confidence.” 
Compared with the five Re­ 
publicans J ohnson is perhaps 
closest to Rockefeller in the 
field of the tight lip. In the 
last three years he could have 
done a lot more talking and 
explaining to the American 
people about the war. 
He has chosen not to. for 
reasons of his own, which 
probably include a growing 
reluctance to do much talking 
on television. He does most of 
his talking in the 
W h i t e 
House. 
But 
the 
American 
public can’t hear him there.

It Is solid conjecture that some interesting things 
went on iiehiml the scenes before the Army broke the 
news. The rifle association is a power to be reckoned 
with in Washington, ami someone mast have a llie d 
some white heat to force the brass to go against it. 
Where this heat nnanattxi from Isn’t dear—but most 
I*x>ple will cheer whoever did it. 
Just why the taxpayers should be tagged with an 
annual cost of several million dollars to help the NRA 
stage its matches out at Camp I’e m ’ in Ohio has never 
bet»n explained. If tile rifle boys want to put on a 
shooting match, let them pay for their enjoyment just 
like every other group that chooses to sponsor some 
activity in which its members show an interest. The 
argument that the NRA was in offed giving training 
to men who might someday I'omo to the rescue in the 
ev«'nt of a public emergency or that it was an un­ 
official adjunct to the military establishment, is so 
much toinmy-rot.

'Hie court-martial — dis tin- 
gushed Col. du Katy de (Tam 
presiding 
sentenced Dreyfus 
to the horrors of Devils Is­ 
land for life. the maximum 
punishment permitted. 
It wa* not a deliberate plot 
to frame an innocent man, as 
sometimes reported. It was 
the outcome of a blunder af­ 
ter which the entire hier­ 
archy of Franee's government 
fabricated and manipulated 
its own self-serving defense 
cxi a face-saving basis, 
On January’ 13. I HW, Fmile 
Zola published “J ’ACCUSE!” 
France read an enraged 
and uncompromising man of 
courage, his defiant eyes as 
rich as jade in a face as pale 
as bread. 
There wen* 31 newspaper* 
in Paris. High otfinals are 
indispensable news sources. 
Patronizing them can pay off. 
Angering them can close the 
door to “inside" information, 
as true in Washington today 
as in Paris bien. 


Many Frenchmen somehow 
felt uneasy about the trial. 
The government insiders met 
this nervousness w-ith what 
the French call suffiance, an 
unshakable, 
self - satisfied 
mien. But they also blunted 
the flee press by holding 
what are r n a v known in Wash­ 
ington as “backgrounders” - 
private meetings with selected 
newsmen to reveal unattrib­ 
utable background factors, a 
doubt I ul device at best. 
These inadvertently exposed 
War Minister Mercier’s sup­ 
pression of evidence (a dos­ 
sier later known as the "Se­ 
cret File”) that made Drey­ 
fus's conviction questionable. 
S i l e n c e nevertheless pre- 
v ailed TTie issue had become 
tile prestige of France’s min­ 
isters and the army, and even 
the pixjspect of war with 
Germany, if the truth were 
known. 
Silence w a s “patriotism," 
silence was “in the national 
interest,” sik»nce was “the 
duty of a responsible press" 
- as se often rationalized by 
embarrassed 
officials 
th e 
world over. 
Then came Zola in the 
newspaper L’Aurore. 
Balzac once said. “Great 
writing lives en the passions 
it ext ta in*." ami. with these. 
Zola achieved newspaper im­ 
mortality, in an open letter 
to tlw* President of Franc*. 
In separate paragraphs, each 
beginning “I accuse," he spe­ 
cifically named two Ministers 
of War, Generals Merrier and 
B i l l o t , as accomplices in 
I hey fuss conviction, accused 
tile chiefs of the general 
staff, Bo im ie tire amt Gonse, 
of conspiring in the same 
crime, and Col. du Paty de 
Clam of bung their vehicle. 
He tore 
into t h e "back­ 
grounders” of his day and ac- 


cu'X'd the War Ministry of 
manipulating the 
news 
to 
mislead the people, “an abom­ 
inable campaign performed 
<xi older.” 
Tho public was aghast. So 
were the chancelleries of ail 
K u r o p e . 
The 
belligerent 
Kaiser rattled his sword in 
Berlin. But nothing proved 
truer than Zola's classic end­ 
ing to his assertions: “Truth 
is on the march and nothing 
will stop it." 
The internationally danger­ 
ous case, which Zola 
had 
caused to symbolize invisible 
government gone bad, includ­ 
ing its overtones of anti­ 
semitism, press softening and 
se lf-justification, w a s 
re­ 
opened. A retrial was held 
at Rennes The whole world 
cared. Dreyfus stood again at 
the bar, a desiccated man 
from Devil’s Island, a strange 
shred of jetsam barely able 
to apeak or understand what 
was spoken to him. The ex­ 
panded official cover-ups col­ 
lapsed with the fail of the 
government itself. 
On July 13. 1906, the eve 
of Bastille Day, almost 12 
years after Dreyfus’s arrest, 
a bill to restore him to the 
army carried in the French 
Chamber 
by 
442 - 32, 
and 
Dreyfus was promoted to the 
mnk 
he

otherwise 
have reached and w-as deco­ 
rated with the Legion d’Hon- 
neur. 
Zola had died four years 
earlier. He did not live to see 
the full power of the truth 
and, in fact, had been driven 
into exile In Frig land by the 
vindictive government. But at 
his funeral Ana tole France 
spoke the just and noble epi­ 
taph of the man who “fix a 
moment . . . was the con­ 
science of mankind."

Heiled to the Texas House of Rej>- 
iv^entatives in 1898, he was to continue in politics 
until his retirement after serving two terms as Vice 
President in 1941, a span of 43 years. He broke with 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, his chief, over the 
third term issue. 
The last quarter century Gamer watched the pa­ 
rade go by from his rocking chair, happy to see Texas 
interests forwarded by his proteges, first Rayburn and 
then Johason. It has been a most satisfying retire­ 
ment for an old political war horse.

Thailand, 
part of India, the Ryukyus Is 
lands and the Sulu Islands in 
the Philippines 
This is part of a Soviet 
propaganda drive, dating back 
at least to mid summer, which

dragon” 
threatening her neighbors. 
The 
Russian Chinese 
feud 
is nothing new. But the in 
creasing 
harsh charges by 
Russia of Chinese “expansion 
ism ' in Asia appears to be a 
new wrinkle.

The “yellow dragon ’ image 
was invoked in one of the 
early evidences of the Russian 
drive, a Radio Moscow broad 
cast to Romania on July 21. 
"China.” it said, “is turning 
once again into that yellow 
dragon which, just as during 
the old Chinese dynasties, is 
ready to pounce on its weaker 
neighbors.”

In October. Soviet journalist 
Ernst

wrote in the 
Literaturnaya Gazeta of Mos­ 
cow of a “great strategic plan 
of Mao Tse Tung ’ for the con­ 
quest of Asia. He dubbed it 
“ Mao’s Reich.” 
Henry, who has been tour­ 
ing the troubled Soviet-Chinese 
border areas, said that in its 
first stage China’s plan em­ 
braced Korea, Mongolia, Viet­ 
nam, Cambodia, Laos. Indo 
nesia. Malaysia and Burma. 
He said the second stage 
would bring Chinese expansion 
into Hindustan. Soviet Cen­ 
tral Asia.

Among the five Republi­ 
cans. New York's Gov. Nelson 
A 
Rockefeller and former 
Vice-President 
Richard 
M. 
Nixon did best. Ten per cent 
of those questioned said they 
had a “lot of confident" in 
both men s ability to handle 
the war. 
Only nine per cent said 
that shout California’s Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan, 
four 
per 
cent 
abxit 
Illinois’ 
Sen. 
Charles A. Percy, and just 
three per cent about Michi­ 
gan's Gov*. George A. Rom­ 
ney. 
These figures are impres­ 
sive if only because none of 
these five Republicans — in 
whom 
those 
p o l l e d 
ex­ 
pressed confidence in their 
war-handling ability — have 
had 
anything 
to do with 
handling the war. 
They’ve been strictly lim­ 
ited to explaining how they’d 
do the handling if they only 
had the chance. . 
Nixon, 
as 
vice-president 
back in the 1950s, would have 
been involved in Vietnam in 
some way since the Eisen­ 
hower administration was in­ 
volved. but not in the war. 
There wasn’t any war then. 
Tensions were just building 
up. 
R o ck y Is Silent 
But of the five. Rockefel­ 
ler is the only one who has 
said nothing, or almost noth­ 
ing, about the war. It’s the 
others who did the talking. 
Rockefeller limited himself 
to expressing confidence in 
Johnson’s policy and suggest­ 
ing that judgments on the 
w ar should be made only by 
those who, like Johnson, have 
access to classified informa­ 
tion. 
Oddly enough, Nixon, the 
only 
other 
Republican 
to 
match the practically speech­ 
less Rockefeller in winning 
even IO per cent of confi­ 
dence on w ar-handling among 
those questioned, has been a 
steady talker. 
He takes the hawk view. 
Unlike Rx-kefeller. who has 
been willing to go along with 
the way Johnson is running 


things 
in 
Vietnam. 
Nixon 
u'ants a lot tougher war, a 
stepped-up war. He wants 
“massive pressure” on North 
Vietnam. 
Reagan, also a hawk, takes 
the same view as Nixon. It’s 
hard 
to 
tell 
what 
Percy 
wants. He has been critical of 
the war but unclear on solu­ 
tions. Romney, lowest man in 
this public opinion poll, is in 
a class by himself. 
Talking about the w'ar for 
a couple of years now, he has 
been increasingly critical of 
Johnson, but he has done so 
much scrambling around for 
something to say that the re­ 
sult is exasperation. 
The Gallup survey reported 
that 48 percent of those Ques­ 
tioned said they had “little or 


no" confidence in Johnson’s 
ability to handle the war. 
Only 20 per cent said they 
had a “lot of confidence" in 
the way he’s doing it. An­ 
other 20 per cent expressed 
“some confidence.” 
Compared with the five Re­ 
publicans Johnson is perhaps 
closest to Rockefeller in the 
field of the tight lip. In the 
last three years he could have 
done a lot more talking and 
explaining to the American 
people about the war. 
He has chosen not to. for 
reasons of his own. which 
probably include a growing 
reluctance to do much talking 
on television.
